How Fauci learned 
the political ropes 


Top scientist honed savvy during AIDS crisis

Long before hashtags and coronavirus, 
back in the decade when Donald Trump 
owned a USFL football team, Dr. Anthony 
Fauci was learning his first lessons in thread- 
ing political needles. 

On one side, he would cautiously correct 
misinformation caused by a1980s presidential 
administration that appeared to be bungling a 
national medical crisis. On the other, hard- 
line activists called him a Nazi and a murderer 
at growing protests. 

And then, in February 1989, he met Terry 


Sutton. The San Francisco teacher was facing 
the terrifying choice of dying or taking a drug 
that would make him blind — when there was 
another drug, stuck behind a wall of government 
regulations, that might save his sight and his life. 

“He made absolute perfect sense,” Fauci 
told Chronicle reporter Randy Shilts in 1989. 
“Here was this intelligent and articulate guy 
who wasn’t confrontational, who didn’t shove 
a banner in my face, but had this terrible di- 
lemma. You can’t be a human being without 
having that move you.” 

Despite his coronavirus leadership and the

SACRAMENTO — Califor- 
nia will need to restructure 
daily life and dramatically 
bolster its public health re- 
sources in the coming weeks, 
or possibly months, before it 
can lift a statewide stay-at- 
home order meant to slow the 
spread of the coronavirus, Gov. 
Gavin Newsom said Tuesday. 

Newsom laid out a “road 
map to recovery” with six fac- 
tors that he said must be met 
before restrictions on going to 
school, doing business and 
gathering in public can be 
lifted. They include starting 
widespread testing that would 
allow the state to isolate people 
exposed to the virus and trace 
people with whom they have 
come in contact. 

But even when the lockdown 
measures are modified, New- 
som warned, life will be “any- 
thing but” normal. People 
might need to wear face cover- 
ings in public for months, he 
said, and mass gatherings 
could be canceled for the fore- 
seeable future, until the state 
reaches “herd immunity” — the 
point at which enough people 
have been exposed to the virus 
to prevent its transmission — 
and scientists develop a vac-

Newsom’s 
reopening criteria 


Gov. Gavin Newsom spelled out 
six criteria Tuesday that Califor- 
nia must meet before the state’s 
stay-at-home order to protect 
against coronavirus spread can 
be modified or lifted: 


Widespread testing that

Californians to face 
severe limits when 
society reopens

No football or baseball 
games. No concerts. No Pride in 
June, or Burning Man in the fall. 

Life in California will not 
look the same when the state 
emerges from its collective 
shelter in place, Gov. Gavin 
Newsom said Tuesday, ina 
sobering address about his 
plans for reopening society 
while the coronavirus is stilla 
global threat. 

“We talk about what the new 
normal will look like,” he said. 
“Normal, it will not be — at least 
until we have herd immunity 


and we havea vaccine.” 

Newsom stopped short of 
saying professional sporting 
events are done for the year or 
that live theater will be shut 
down for months. But large 
gatherings ofall kinds may 
continue to be forbidden, or at 
least heavily discouraged, for 
the foreseeable future. 

And new social-distancing 
protocols likely will be reflected 
in every other part of Califor- 
nians’ lives, in ways large and 
small. Children may be as- 
signed staggered school times to 
avoid overcrowding class-

Drinking up, but 
breweries’ sales, 
fortunes down

Since shelter-in-place orders began, reports 
have circulated that Americans are drinking 
significantly more alcohol than usual, with 
retail beer sales up 41% year-over-year during 
the week of March 15, according to Nielsen. 

Those figures might make it sound like brew- 
eries, especially in craft beer-loving California, 
should be seeing strong sales numbers right 
now. But the opposite is true, according to a 
new survey released by the California Craft 
Brewers Association. 

California’s nearly 1,040 craft breweries, 
which represented $3.3 billion worth of sales in
